Remarks: 

1. Introduction 

In the Office Action mailed on January 11, 2006, the Examiner objected to claims 6, 9 
and 17 and allowed claims 1, 2, 7, 8, 10, 11, 14 to 16, and 18 to 25. The present amendment 
cancels no claims, amends claims 6, 9 and 17, and adds no new claims. Accordingly, claims 1, 

2, 6 to 1 1, and 14 to 25 remain pending in this application. 

II Claim objections 

The Examiner objected to claims 6, 9, and 17 due to informalities. The informalities 
cited by the examiner have been corrected.
